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THE MEANING OF THE RASH ON THE SUN’S FACE, 


P' T'TSBURGH SCIENTISTS report that the sun is breaking out with 

a rash. Indications have not been wanting of a vast sympathetic 
movement in nature corresponding to certain afflictions just now prevailing 
among humankind.

Even the Sun, New York, broke out into a warm sweat at about the 
same time these other shrinkings and swoonings in nature and other places 
were occurring. It is rather to be deemed a misfortune that nature has 
caught the knack of responding to the shock of human surprise in this 
manner. We would much prefer to have nature and the sun keep out of 
the zone of frantic finance and plutocratic politics. Imagine what catastro- 
phes might follow if the winds and waves began to answer to the moods 
of our Bryans, our Hearsts, our Harrimans and our Rockefellers, our yellow 
journals and the muckraking fraternity. The plagues of Egypt night re- 
turn, and frogs and fleas and all the other thinkable insectivora of mischief 
be let loose in the world surrounding New York and from there spread to 


all parts of the country. 


PAINLESS DENTISTRY AND HIGHER IDEALS. 


A CONVENTION of dentists in New Jersey recently resolved that the 

greatest present need among dentists is higher ideals. In a day when 
higher ideals are recommended to all sorts of persons, it follows that den- 
tists who fail to have such things are placed in an embarrassing position. 
On second thought, however, the question occurs, what use can dentists 
make of higher ideals in their specific business? The man who sits in a 
dentist’s chair and waits for the trouble to begin can hardly be supposed 
to be canvassing the question whether the expert who is about to go at him 
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is a man of high ideals. It is a good deal like the question once propounded 
by a famous person, namely: What is the best book to read on the way to 
the dentist’s? The answer, of course, was immediate and emphatic that 
no book is a good book in such an emergency, because the person who is 


aiming for the dentist’s office isn’t at that time thinking of anything else 
under the sun. Nevertheless, we suppose that the dentists know what 
they are talking about; and if they consider that higher ideals are called 
for, they ought to have the hearty approval and assistance of the public. 
We recommend, therefore, that every person who goes to a dentist will 
inquire into this matter. Perhaps put the question direct to the dentist be- 
fore submitting to the forceps, Are your ideals high? That would bring 
the whole business to a point at once. Dentists failing to give positive 
assurance, or inclined to equivocate, would, of course, lose trade, while 
those who were willing to answer the requirements would prosper accord- 
ingly. And come to think, there is no reason why the higher-ideal scheme 
should not work well. What we want is‘a dentist who will not say that 
the exercises about to begin will be entirely painless and leave the patient 
to discover a few moments later that he was totally misinformed. The 
dentists know that they pretty near jerk our heads off. Why, then, should 
they not be frank enough to tell us just what to expect?
